One of the largest crow ds th a t has 
ever been present on a sim ilar occasion 
w as in the city Sunday afternoon to 
attend the annual m em orial services 
of the Red [M en. K nights of P ythias,

People lined the streets over w hich the 
m em orial parade passed and an im ­ 
m ense crow d was present at E ast H ill 
cem etery w here 
the exercises were 
held. 
Some three hundred men were 
in the procession. 
The lodges formed in line at 1 :H0. 
the Odd Fellow s on the north side of 
Second street betw een M ain and M or­ 
gan streets, the K nights of P yhtias 
form ing on the east side of M organ 
street, 
betw een T h ird and 
Second 
Streets, the M odern Woodmen on the 
south side of Second street w est of 
M organ, and the Red Men on the east 
side of M organ street betw een Second 
and T hird. 
The R ushville band, w ith 
tw enty-fo u r men in line, m arched to 
the intersection of M organ and T hird 
streets w here it took its place at the 
head of the colum n. 
The procession 
moved prom ptly at tw o o ’clock. 
The 
line of m acrch extended east of T hird 
stree t to M ain, south on M ain to Sec­ 
ond street and east on Second to the 
cem etery. 
The K nights of P yth ias had 
105 m en in line, and Red Men about 
70, the Odd Fellow s about 70 and the 
W oodmen 
about forty.

C aldw ell was grand m arshal. 
When the colum n reaced th e cem etery 
gate the decorating com m ittees of the 
various lodges took charge of the flow ­ 
ers and placed them on the graves of 
the deceased m em bers, w hich had pre 
viously been m arked by other com 
m ittees.

tire south p a rt of the cem etery, where

Some five or six hundred people heard

Rev K arstedt is a force­ 
fu l speaker ami his address was well 
received. 
Rev. T. ii. M eO ounelljnade 
a beau tifu l prayer. 
Dr. K arstedt dw elt at length on tlie 
fraternal sp irit, hissnbject£ being “ The 
B rotherhood, of Man and the F ath er 
hood of G o d.” 
He advised th e young 
m en to move “ forw ard and upw ard 
and onw ard to greater achievem ents 
and victories’’ and adm onished them 
to not only slum evil but the very ap 
pearance of evil.*} He declared that

dry Appro pria tio n Bill. 


W ashington, June 4.—The probabil­ 
ities in th e United S tates senate this 
week include consideration of a num ­ 
ber of appropriation bills and confer­ 
ence reports, the statehood question, 
the railroad rate bill, the subjects of 
the type of canal to be constructed 
across the Isthm us ot Panam a, and 
the right of Senator Smoot to retain 
his seat in the senate. 
The w eek’s 
business began with the taking of the 
conference report on the rate bill, and 
it will hold the favored position until 
disposed of. 
A fter action on the rate bill prefer­ 
ence will be given to appropriation 
bills, the naval bill coming first among 
these and the D istrict of Columbia bill 
following it. 
Of the appropriation 
conference reports, th at on the Indian 
bill will receive first consideration, 
with others following when ready to 
be presented. 
The sea-level canal bill will hold its 
place as the unfinished business, but 
it will continue to be jostled out of 
position by other m easures enjoying 
higher privileges under the rules of 
the senate. 
It is now generally con­ 
ceded th at there will be a vote on this 
m easure before the final adjournm ent 
of the session, and with this assurance 
Senator K ittredge, who has charge of 
the bill, is content not to press unduly 
for its continued consideration. 
He 
will, how'ever, be prepared to proceed 
with It w henever the way is clear and 
will dem and a vote at the earliest 
practicable moment. 
There are many 
speeches still to be m ade on the bill. 
The conference report on the sta te ­ 
hood bill will be the subject of ani­ 
m ated discussion, but the belief is 
quite general that the report on the 
ra te bill will be accepted after com­ 
paratively little controversy. 
Senator Foraker has already given 
notice of opposition to the adoption of 
the report on the statehood bill, and 
he will have the support of several 
senators who stood with him against 
the union of Arizona and New' Mexico 
when the bill was originally before 
the senate. They will m ake strenuous 
efforts to have the bill returned to the j 
conferees wdth instructions to stand 
for the senate position confining state 
hood legislation to the creation of the 
one Mate of Oklahom a out of Oklaho- 
n|a and Indian Territory. 
The question of Senator Sm oot's 
eligibility will be raised by the pre­ 
sentation of the report of the com m it­ 
tee on privileges and elections, but It 
is not probable that the subject wdll 
be taken np for discussion this week. 
It is possible that consideration of the 
report on statehood may be postponed 
for a week or more. 
In executive session the Barnes ease 
will follow the W ickersham case.

Steiner of this county has announced 
th at he will not be a candidate for 
renom ination, aud it is said th at his 
reason is th at he cannot, for friend­ 
ship’s sake, carry out the sentence of 
the law on Fred R ettinger, indicted 
for the killing of W illiam Bates at 
Bourbon cm May 12, and for assault 
with intent to kill Frank Bates, son 
of W illiam Bates. 
Sheriff Steiner has 
been a iifelong friend of the Rettin- 
gers, and in the event of Fred Rettin- 
ger’s conviction he would bo compell­ 
ed to take him to prison, or, If the 
death penalty were fixed, to spring 
the trap. 
Mr. Steiner is one of the 
m ost popular officials in the county, 
and led the party ticket two years 
ago by over 200 m ajority. 
The bloody tragedy of three vreeks 
ago a t Bourbon is still the principal 
topic of conversation, and the uncon­ 
cern of the prisoner and the apparent 
unconsciousness of the enorm ity of his 
crim e m ake him one of the rare char­ 
acters of crim inal records. 
His only 
concern seem s to be as to his sen­ 
tence, and he has threatened to take 
his life before he is ever brought to 
trial. 
It was hoped by his friends that 
the testim ony before the grand jury 
might develop som ething in his favor, 
but the case seem s to stand w ithout 
m itigating circum stances. 
An effort 
is being m ade by his friends to soften 
the tone of public sentim ent, and the 
postponem ent of his trial is considered 
a point in his favor.

sidered him my son since I drove him 
from my house March 1.

disclosing it.

M adrid, June 4.—The cap ture and 
suicide Saturday night at Torrejon de 
Ardos of M anuel Morales, the chiel 
susp ect in the bomb outrage against 
King Alfonso and Queen V ictoria adds 
another dram atic chap ter to the inci 
dents surrounding the royal wedding 
M orales was recognized in the little 
town of Torrejon de Ardos, midway 
betw een M adrid and Alcala.

draw ing a revolver, shot the guard 
dead. 
Then he turned to flee, but a 
num ber of inhabitants of the town 
were up on him and turning the revol 
ver up on him self, he sent a shot in 
the region of his heart, exp iring a few 
m inutes later. 
Senor Cuesta, p rop ri­ 
etor of the hotel from the balcony oi 
which M orales threw the bomb, view 
ed the body and com p letely identified 
it as that of his recent guest. 
A close exam ination of the dead 
man showed th at there were three 
abrasions on the body beside« the 
death wound, one on the hand, on« 
under the left eye, and one on the 
forehead. 
His disguise was comp lete 
to the last detail, even including the 
common steel watch ordinarily carried 
by workmen. 
The body of M orales was exp osed 
for the p urp ose of allaying p ublic in 
dignation.

surged before the municip al morgue 
seeking to get in line to be adm itted 
to the room where the body lay, but 
cavalry and infantry blocked the ef 
forts of the throng, which m urm ured

Public feeling was intense, chiefly bo 
cause of the great num ber of victim s 
It is seldom th at a bomb exp losion 
has had such deadly effect, the cas 
ualties in this instance being twenty- 
four p ersons killed and m ore than 
eighty wounded. 
Final disp osition of the body of 
M orales has not yet been determ ined 
up on, but the p ublic dem and an igno­ 
minious burial. 
A Gloomy Future. 
The Am erican envoy to the royal 
wedding, Frederick W. W hitridge, and 
his suite had an op p ortunity for a 
brief conversation with King Alfonso 
during the recep tion at the p alace 
Saturday night. 
W hen the conversa­ 
tion naturally turned to the attem p t 
on the king and queen. King Alfonso 
shrugged his shoulders and m ade the 
following significant statem ent, show­ 
ing how he views the future: 
“Yes. 
fortunately, it was unsuccessful, but 
it will come again, 
it may be any 
tim e — p erhap s 
tom orrow, 
p erhap s 
within a m onth, p erhap s within a year 
—but it will come.” 
The face of the king wore a look 
of calm resignation as he gave this 
forecast of the future. 
Although he 
bore him self sp lendidly throughout the 
terrible exp erience, the courtiers w it­ 
nessed a trying scene as King Alfonso 
and Queen 
Victoria hurried 
within 
the castle after the attem p t was made 
to assassinate them . 
For a moment 
Alfonso’s nerves were com p letely un 
strung and. turning to Queen Victoria, 
her dress sp attered with blood, he ex 
claim ed: 
"W hy did I bring you to 
this country?

was wrong; 
you 
never should have come here." 
Th« *n the queen m other and one of 
the infantas calm ed the overw rought 
nerves of the king and the bridal cou 
p ie rep aired sadly to the nup tial « ham 
bers.

R. I., June 4.—Eleven 
perso ns are dead, a sco re serio usly 
and many o tL« rs slightly injured as 
the result o f the o verturning o f a 
cro wded electric car at Mo o res Co rner 
in 
East 
Pro vidence 
early 
Sunday 
mo rning. 
Mo re than 100 y o ung meir 
and wo men who had spent the evening 
at Crescent park, six miles belo w this 
city , were o n a chartered car returning 
to this city , Olney ville and Tho rnto n. 
It is believed that two o f the injured 
will die. 
The dead: 
Geo rge Atcherso n, twenty y ears o f 
age; Edward F. Brennan, eighteen; 
Alice 
Franklin, 
seventeen; 
Enrico 
Gambo ni, twenty -three; Jo hn Go vtn, 
twenty -seven; Angero German, thirty ; 
Gustave Guertin, twenty -five; William

nineteen, and Ethel Whitely , nineteen. 
The mo to rman in charge o f the car. 
W. J. Lancher, was unfamiliar with 
the ro ad o ver which he was travel­ 
ing. 
The car, an o pen o ne, was o f 
heavy build and was cro wded. 
Fo g 
prevented a clear view o f the ro ad 
ahead and the mo to rman. unable to 
see far ahead and unaware o f the 
sharp curve belo w, allo wed the car to 
co ast rapidly do wn the hill. Suddenly 
he felt the car swing, into the curve 
and. realizing the peril, applied the 
brakes and reversed the po wer, but 
the car was thro wn twenty feet fro m 
the track. 
Seven o f the passengers were pin­ 
io ned beneath the car and instantly 
killed.

o f the United States view rebellio n. 
We are rebels to day , to mo rro w the 
o ther party will be tho ught such. 
We 
wMsh to avo id this co nditio n, tvhieh has 
been so much deplo red in o ther repub­ 
lics. 
We want a fair and square elec­ 
tio n and if beaten will agree with the 
result. 
The go vernment in Panama
